W ra Cruz, Mexico, is sufTering from a n epidemic of bubonic 
pla gue, a nd the dea dly disea se ha s a ppea red in some of our own 
sea ports. This disea se is ca rried by ra ts. The wa y td get rid of 
it, a nd to prevent it in the first pl.ice, is to extermina te the ra ts. 
For a ny city a fra id of the pla gue, the problem is thus compa ra ­ 
tively simple, though not necessa rily cjusy. 
Killing ra ts is simple, 
but killing a ll the ra ts is ha rd. 
It ca n b«* done only by orga nized 
effoiT, a nd by supplement mg the systema tic destruction of the 
rodents by nia kitig buildings a s nea rly a s possible rodent-prc/jf. 
Any city tha t ha s no grea t fea r of bubonic pla gue ma y wa ge 
wa r a ga inst the ra ta for other rea sons. 
The da ma ge they do in 
a ddition to their sprea ding of disea se is enough a t a ny tim« *. a nd 
a ny pla ce to ma ke their extermina tion profita ble. The extent of 
da ma ge in the United Sta tes is esthua ted a t ^180,(U)0,()00 a yea r. 
This estinia te is surely modera te. It does not ta ke a ccount of 
fires ca used by ra ts, a nd a va st a mount of loss tra cea ble to them 
directly. But the sum is quite big enough a s it is to ma ke the ra t 
de&crvedly unpopula r. 
It would pa y the interi*st on severa l bil­ 
lions of our na tiona l debt. It would build 30,000 homes for home­ 
less fa milies. 
Applied for a few yea rs, it would provide a ll the 
schoolhouses needed. 
It would ena ble school lioa rds to pa y tea ch­ 
ers wha t they a i'e worth, a nd thus solve the tea cher problem. 
It 
woui<} pa y lor thousa nds of miles of good ixia d construction every 
yea r. 
All these objects, a nd ma ny more, a re promot« *« ! every time 
you kill a ra t.

They confessed tha t there a re 1,000,000 a rmed men in Gei'ma ny 
toda y, wherea s the trea ty permits only 100,000, a nd tha t there 
a re 2,000,000 rifles una ccounted for, 
'rhey a lso a dmitted tha t 
there a re ma ny thousa nd ma chine jruns withheld, a nd 1.500 illicit 
ca nnon. 
Uoyd George rema rks, justly, tha t it wa s inconceiva ble tlia t 
a ll these wea pons should ha ve been reta ined a ga inst the wish of 
the Germa n govea mment. I'here wa s no denia l of fa ilure in va ri­ 
ous other ma tters tha t a re believed to lie w ithin the power of the 
government, pa rticula rly the delivery of coa l to Fra nce a nd the 
a uiTender of wa r crimina ls. 
The Germa ns ha ve been ta lking much la tely a bout the ha rd- 
■hips to which they a re subjected, a nd especia lly their children’s 
need of wholesome food. 
Living conditions a re a dmittedly ba d. 
But under the circumsta nces, there would seem to be a ll the more 
rea son why the Germa n government should keep its word to the 
Allies a nd sa tisfy them of its gootl intentions. Fa ir dea ling would 
quickly bring wha tever relief lies in the Allies’ power. The Allies 
« re justified in refusing to help the Germa n people until Geima ny 
•hows a disposition to keep its trea ty pledges.

KILL THE RATS. 


Vera Cruz, Mexico, is suffering from an epidemic of bubonic 
plague, and the deadly disease has appeared in some of our own 
seaports. This disease is carried by rats. The way t<f K<“t rid of 
it, and to prevent it in the first place, is to exterminate the rats 
For any city afraid of the plague, the problem is thus compara­ 
tively simple, though not necessarily easy. Killing juts is simple, 
but killing all the rats is hard. 
It can be done only by organized 
effort, and by supplementing the systematic destruction of the 
rodents by making buildings as nearly as possible rodent-proof. 
Any city that has no great fear of bubonic plague may wage 
war against the rats for other reasons. The damage they do in 
addition to their spreading of disease is enough at any time and 
any place to make their extermination profitable. The extent of 
damage in the United States is estimated at $180,000,000 a year. 
This estimate is surely moderate. It does not take account of 
fires caused by rats, and a vast amount of loss traceable to them 
directly. But the sum is quite big enough as it is to make the rat 
deservedly unpopular. It would pay the interest on several bil­ 
lions of our national debt. It would build 80,000 homes for home­ 
less families. 
Applied for a few years, it would provide all the 
schoolhouses needed. It would enable school boards to pay teach­ 
ers what they are worth, and thus solve the teacher problem. It 
woufc pay tor thousands of miles of good road construction every 
year. 
All these objects, and many more, are promoted every time 
you kill a rat. 


SAME OI.I) GERMANY. 


One of the surprising features of the Spa conference has been 
the trank ness with which tilt* German represi ntatives admitted 
Germany’s failure to live up to the terms of the peace treaty. 
They confessed that there are 1,000,000 armed men in Germany 
today, whereas the treaty permits only IOO,OOO, and that there 
are 2,000,000 rifles unaccounted for. 
They also admitted that 
there are many thousand machine guns withheld, and 1,600 illicit 
cannon. 
Lloyd George remarks, justly, that it was inconceivable that 
all these weapons should have been retained against the wish of 
the German government. There was no denial of failure in vari­ 
ous other matters that are believed to lie within the power of the 
government, particularly the delivery of coal to France and the 
surrender of war criminals. 
The Germans have been talking much lately about the hard­ 
ships to which they are subjected, and especially their children’s 
need of wholesome food. 
living conditions are admittedly bad. 
But undei the circumstances, there would seem to be all the more 
reason why the German government should keep its word to the 
Allies and satisfy them of its good intentions. Fair dealing would 
quickly bring whatever relief lies in the Allies’ power. The Allies 
are justified in refusing to help the German people until Germany 
shows a disposition to keep its treaty pledges.

Franklin Pierce, who was elected to the White House in 1852, 
was the first presidential candidate to recognize the fact that more 
deliberate consideration could he given public questions if they 
were discussed at home rather than in the excitement of a cam­ 
paign tour. 
His opponent, General Winfield Scott, famous the 
world over and beloved in his own country, made a "swing around 
the circle” as the Whig nominee. 
Four years later, Stephen A. Douglas toured the country in a 
campaign against Abraham Lincoln. 
And although Douglas was 
an able and convincing speaker, he was defeated and Lincoln, who 
staved at home, was successful. 
In 1808, Andrew Johnson’s campaign tour failed to win the 


an)uired number of electoral votes. 
General Grant also decided aginst a stump speech campaign 
in 1872, while Horace Greeley went direct to the people with his 
appeal for election to the highest office in the country, but he was 
defeated. 
With a brilliant record aa a soldier to attract the people, Gen­ 
eral Hancock, in 1880, took to the stump in the presidential cam­ 
paign. General Garfield, the winner in that contest, did not make 
a tour. 
While Grover Cleveland enjoyed a vacation In the North 
Woods during the 1881 presidential race, his opponent, James 
Blaine was aboard a special train, making rear platform speeches 
and appearing as the headliner at rallies throughout the country. 
On election day, tho voters named Cleveland as the next president. 
A similar story was told in 1896, when William Jennings 
Bryan, then at the height of his popularity, and classed as one of 
the country’s brilliant orators, made a tour. 
William McKinley, 
Ohio’s son, who made the "front porch” campaign famous, remain­ 
ed at his home in Canton, where daily during the campaign he 
made short addresses and held conferences with delegations who 
made trips to the Stark county metropolis. 
And in the election, 
McKinley defeated Bryan. 
The audiences a presidential candidate attracts on a "swing 
•round the circle” are no indication of his strength on election 
day. In fact, history shows the contrary to he true. 


KILL THE RATS. 


Vera Cruz, Mexico, is suffering from an epidemic of bubonic 
plague, and the deadly disease has appealed in some of our own 
seaports. This disease is carried by rats. The way t<f get rid of 
it, and to prevent it in the first place, is to exterminate the rats. 
For any city afraid of the plague, the problem is thus compara­ 
tively simple, though not necessarily easy. Killing juts is simple, 
but killing all the rats is hard. 
It can be done only by organized 
effort, and by supplementing the systematic destruction of the 
rodents by making buildings as nearly as p o s s i b l e rodent-proof. 
Any city that has no great fear of bubonic plague may wage 
war against the rats for other reasons. 
The damage they do in 
addition to their spreading of disease is enough at any time and 
any place to make their extermination profitable. The extent of 
damage in the United States is estimated at $180,600,000 a year. 
This estimate is surely moderate. It does not take account of 
fires caused by rats, and a vast amount of loss traceable to them 
directly. But the sum is quite big enough us it is to make the rat 
deservedly unpopular. 
It would pay the interest on several bil­ 
lions of our national debt. It would build 30,000 homes for home­ 
less families. 
Applied for a few years, it would provide all the 
schoolhouses needed. It would enable school boards to pay Ladl­ 
ers what they are worth, and thus solve the teacher problem, 
It 
woufci pay tor thousands of miles of good road construction every 
year. 
All these objects, and many more, are promoted every time 
you kill a rat.

Fair dealing would 
quickly bring whatever relief lies in the Allies’ power. The Allies! 
are justified in refusing to help the German people until Germany 
•hows a disposition to keep its treaty pledges.
